Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the prior 
art of record, namely the article by Ottusch et al., entitled Scalable Electromagnetic Scattering 
Calculations on the SGI Origin 2000. The improvement comprises an apparatus and method for 
modeling an electromagnetic response of an arbitrarily shaped three-dimensional object to an 
arbitrary time-harmonic incident field by means of a well-conditioned boundary integral equation 
(BIE). This patentable distinction is included in each of the independent claims, nos. 1,8,15 
and 22. The art of record, either individually or in combination, fails to teach, suggest, or render 
obvious the useful, concrete and tangible < modeling of an electromagnetic response > having 
the corresponding structure which is disclosed in the specification and equivalents thereof (at 
least at <page 12, line 12 through page 40, line 8, and Figures 1-4>). In view of the foregoing, 
the claims of the present application are found to be patentable over the prior art.
